ness to give themselves and the London, 
Paris and Berlin bondholders for whom 
they are agent, absolute control of the

people by making money so scarce out- 
side the banks that there is none to ven- 
ture in new enterprises. 
While this con- 


dition of affairs satisfies t'-e European 
bondholders and their Wall street agen- 
cies it is paralyzing the stock eiohanges. 
It is seated that brokers who deal In 
stocks purpose making war on the gold 
men. There is comparatively nothing 
doing on the exchange board, and the 
brokers think an advance of ten or 
twenty cents an ounce in the price of sil- 
ver wonld do more to revive speculative 
activity the world over than any one 
thing. To cause this advance it is pro- 
posed to make a pool in silver. The 
stockbrokers do not doubt theii ability 
to enhance- the market value of the de 
based, outlawed metal, and accomplish 
by manipulation what our gold bug-rid 
den Government refuses to do by law. 


It is an outrage which the people 


should resent at the polls by defeating 
the men and the paitios who are respon- 
sible for it that an American product, 
recognized by the Constitution as a 
money metal, should have its value fixed 
by stockjobbers instead of by law, yet 
it should be the hope and prayer of every 
silver man, that the stockbrokers will 
show our cowardly, truckling lawmakers 
that they can advance the p ice of silver 
when they feel disposed to do so. Possi- 


bly, 
if this pool is made it may send up 


the price of bullion so that woik can bo 
resumed with profit on many mines 
now closed down.

TACOMA, Wseh , August 16.—A Ledger's 


special from Ellenabnrg say* the passen- 
gers who h»ve jast imbed on tbe Wen»t- 
ehee stage report a terrible tragedy on 
Mason Creek near Wenatohee on (he line 
of the Great Northern. A man traveling 
up the ereek alone waa held up by three 
highwaymen, who not only robbed him, 
bat cat off bis head. 
Another man who 


happened along iaw the affair unknown to 
the murderers. 
Ho went to the nearest 


camp and told the story. In a short time 
a large poete was organized and were on 
the trail of the robbers and finally suc- 
ceeded in overtaking them. 
Owing to the 


large crowd of pursuer* there was little 
difficulty in capturing tbe murderer*. 
Tbe 


man who witnessed the affair was taken 
along and readily identified all of th«m. 
Tbey were banged to trees without cere- 
mony. 
At the time tbe stage l*ft neither 


the names of the murderers nor that of tbe 
victim was learned, though several claimed 
they saw the bodies, hanging.

Walled Cities of Italjr. 


Necessarily the romantic and histor- 


ical charm of English walled cities i» 
bat small compared with that of conti- 
nental cities. The walls of Rome, tot 
instance, are standing monuments of 
the city's history from the earliest timed 
to within the last half century; but 
owing to the extraordinary character 
and -variety of other antiquarian objects, 
they hardly come in for that share of 
the visitor's attention which they de- 
serve. 
Yet an inspection of them, with 


their ancient and medieval gates, the 
many styles of their construction, each 
pointing to a particular period of their 
history, their size and strength, their 
odd little nooks and corners and their 
pictnresqueness, is worth a journey, 
which convinces the stranger that they 
would form the chief attraction of any 
other city but Rome. 


Indeed, as is not surprising, Italy is a 


nest of ancient walled towns, and we 
may note all degrees of grandeur, from 
the still formidable looking zones which 
surround Geneva La Soperba or Firenze 
La Bella to the quaint little lines of 
fortifications which rigzag np the vine 
clad hillsides of the north coast of the 
Mediterranean, surrounding in many in- 
stances mere villages, but speaking elo- 
quently to us of those bard, stirring 
times when the hand of every man was 
against his neighbor.—Cor. Chicago Her- 
ald.

Fenian Sword*. 


The swords of Hindostan are of end- 


less variety in size and shape, the most 
common being the "tegha" and "tal- 
war," broad, much curved blades, wrong- 
ly styled scimitars, the real scimitar 
being a clumsy chopperlite weapon, 
nearly straight and widening to the 
point. There is the "khanda," a heavy 
straight sword with basket hilt, like th« 
Scottish claymore. The khanda was an 
object of worship to the Rajputb, pre- 
cisely as to the Scythians. The "pata," 
or gauntlet sword, much used by the 
Mahrattas, was a development of the 
"katar," having a long rapier blade, 
often of Spanish make, and a cylindrical 
hilt, into which the arm waa passed to 
the elbow. The Persian sword, how- 
ever, was valued above all others, and 
particularly those of Khorassan, 


These are the real "Damascus blades," 


the damascening being produced by tha 
crystallization of the steel. Connois- 
seurs recognize ten different varieties ol 
watering or "jauhar;" and the most in- 
credible prices have been given for 
fancy specimens. But the great brittle- 
ness of these swords makes them unfit 
for use by Europeans, who would shiver 
theia to pieces by a »'swashing blow," 
while the oriental employs their razoi 
edge only for the "drawing" cut-

Why the*blrda Were Lost, 


A pigeon flying experiment at Tonra 


has ended in a most remarkable man- 
ner, proving the shocking fact that the 
useful birds, in addition to being ex- 
cessively greedy, are also given to an 
overindulgence to strong drinks.

promote the advancement of women, 
but has in addition opened up a bioad 
held fur di&cnssion as to the claims of 
women for itco^nition m'other than an 
industrial sense 
Our correspondent 


argues that "a woman who, in the face 
of the stiong opposition of men engaged 
in Mimlar industrial put suits, succeeds 
in elevating heibelf by her own eff01 ts 
to an equal plane with them, is certain 
ly entitled to consideration as a factor

gotiable securities, including £300,000 
in consols.—London Tit-Bits.
